This 
report presented most of the conclusions but it did not 
refer to the original^eetirmpftinute'3, cose histories, or 
indicate CIA involvement ", j^Irs . Baldwin^ has 031 copies 
of the reports and correspondence) . 



4, Although the Air, Force request now in OSI does 
not request additional declassification, Mrs. Hunt ex- 
pressed the view that this was intended. Mrs, Hunt said 
that the Air Force is noy/trying to declassify all U.S,
